The 
number o f deaths 
exceeded 
the number o f births bv five during 
the first three m onths o f this year, 
according to a report compiled i.v 
Dr. J. VI. Shields, secretary o f the 
city board of health. 
During tin* 
period there were forty-seven deaths 
and fo rtv-tw o births, the report re­ 
veal.-. 
Under the Indiana laws death 
and birth certificates must he filed 
with the 
secretary 
o f the 
health 
commission within a specified time. 
Eight 
of the deaths during 
the 
first quarter were due to pneumonia, 
an epidemic o f pneumonia and 
in­ 
fluenza occurred during the period 
covered bv the report, but it is re ) 
vealed that the disease is not longer 
epidemic in this city. 
New r a se s are 
reported at long intervals and those 
who were taken ill an* recovering. 
Tlie situation here so far as influenza I 
is concerned is quite satisfactory. 
Thirty causes are assigned for the 
fortv-seven depths reported. 
Of the 
tofjil number o f deaths tw en tv -fo u r 
wen* males and twenty-three were j 
females. 
During the quarter tw e n ­ 
ty three males and nineteen females 
were horn. 
Of tin* total number o f deaths five 
were o f persons between thirtv-five 
and fortv years old.

The light 
form m which the disease appeared 
this spring resulted in some difficulty 
in enforcing tin* quarantine regula­ 
tions as the patients were not *u«'k 
enough to remain in bed and regard­ 
ed it its a hardship to keep at home.
